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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Miyawaki et al. 
(US 6,408,100 B2) as set forth in the previous Office Action dated 04/02/04 and the discussion 
follows. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
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inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 

showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Re claims 1-10, Miyawaki discloses an MPEG video decoder comprising an image 
decoding section (10 of fig. 1) which decodes parameters of each layer and a picture based on 
an MPEG bit stream as set forth in the previous Office Action dated 04/02/04. Miyawaki 
further a frame memory (20 of fig. 2) having a plurality of banks, wherein each of said bank 
stores one picture and the parameters (display parameters, DP) of each layer decoded by said 
image decoding section by mutually relating the picture and the parameters, wherein the layer 
includes a sequence layer (col. 1, lines 17-28, e.g. the horizontal and vertical offsets of the 
frame are considered as the sequence layer). 

Re claims 11-12, Miyawaki further teaches the I, B, P pictures (fig. 4) in sequence 
inherently called a picture layer (fig. 4), and wherein II, B2, B3, P4, B5, B6, P7, B8, B9 are 
formed in a group that is inherently called a group of picture or GOP. It is noted that the 
sequence DAT2 inherently has a GOP layer, wherein the GOP layer inherently has I, B, P 
layers, and each of I, B, P layers inherently has slices, and each slice inherently has 
macroblocks or blocks, each macroblock or block inherently has pixels. Since Miyawaki 
teaches the DAT2 of figure 4, Miyawaki inherently teaches wherein the layer includes at least 
one layer of a GOP and a picture layer. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 08/3 1/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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The applicant argued that Miyawaki fails to teach the parameters included in the 
sequence layer and the decoded picture are stored in the frame memory as claimed. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is noted that the specification 
of the present invention discloses the sequence layer also has other parameters, such as a 
display horizontal size and display vertical size that express the display sizes of a decoded 
image in the horizontal direction and in the vertical direction respectively. Miyawaki discloses 
the parameters included in the sequence layer (col. 1, lines 17-28; e.g. the display parameters 
include the horizontal and vertical offsets of the decoded frame or picture) and the decoded 
picture are stored in the frame memory (fig. 4, e.g. the DAT2 includes decoded I, B, and P 
pictures that are registered in the frame memory (20 of fig. 2), particularly in the display 
register group (23 of fig. 2)), therefore Miyawaki meets the claimed features.
